The Polnts of the Davis Trial—Why Mr.
Davis Has Not Boen Tried,
From the Tribune,

M, Johpson repeatedly declared, in his recent
tour, that be had no power over the trial of Jel
forson Davis, and vaguely Intimated that the
delny was the fanlt of the Chief. Justice of the
United States. That thous secusation was utterly
without foundation wo propose Lo show:—

First, The Chiet Justice has no more to do
with the teial of Jeil, Davis than aoy otber jus
tier, except that it happens that the Chiel Jus-
tice was allotted or asslgued to the olrcuit in
wiich Virginia is, to accommadate Judge
Bwayne, who desfred to be allotted the elecuit in
which Ohto 1,

Second, The Chief Justice, when be holds a
court, tries what cases be happeny to find on the
dockel, it they are rmdiy for trinl, It mnkes no
diference to him who the parties are; his duty
i# to administer the law.

Third. The Chief Justice has never ingnired,
and probably never will inquire, what cases are
tocome betore him, except inthe regular course
snd way, Lle neither sceks nor shuns the re-
sponsibility of trying Jelferson Davis, or any
other man,

Fourth, The Chief Juostice has heldl three
teyws of the Cirewit Conrt for the Distriet of
Maryland sinee his appointment, nearly itwo
voars ago, These were indictments for treason
pending at the first term, aund, excopt in certain
colel where the accused lut“\'iklnluli‘f have been
pardoned, they are pending yet. The Govern-
ment has pot (thought proper to proceed Lo trial
in any of these cares. It the Government had
desired a judicial exposition ol the law of trea-
son, it wight have been had from the Chief
Justioe at either of those terms, in April and
November, 1865, or in April, 1866,

Fifth. Barly last spring, Bradley T. Johoson—
a double truitor, if treason consists 1 levying
war against. s own State a8 well as against tne
United States—wns arrested in Maryland for
{reason, aod was held 1o bail by the District
Judge, Genernl Grant ruqueuwdy to hayve him
discnarged without bail, on the ground that he
was not Hable to arvest or trial, because he had
been paroled at the ftime of the surrender of
Lee or Johuston; and fhe President thercupon
orilered whe discharge through the Attorney-
General, und, on motion of the District Atcor-
uey, under direction of the Attorney-General,
the District Judge directed the discharge. Upon
the propriety of this interfergnce by the Execu-
tive with the course of regular judicial procoed-
lugs, it 18 nnnecessary to express an oploion,
though it atfords abundant ground for the re-
fleotion of thonehtful men. It prevented the
expression of a judicial opinion as to the effect
of military paroles upon liabilities to punish-
mont for treuason and other erimes,

Sixth, The Cbief Justice held no Court in
Virgiviu i 1865, because the the writ of habeas
corpus was suspended, andmurtinl law enforced
within its territory: in his judzment all Courts
in aregion under martial law must be quasi
mifitary ecourts, and it was nefther right nor
Hmp--r that the Chef Justice, or any associate

usgice of the Supreaie Court of ?h.- United
States—the highest tribanal of the nation, and
head of one ol the co-ordinate departments of
the Government—should nold & Court subject
to the eontrol or supervision of the BExecutive
Department, exercising the milltary power, 1In
tols judgment, ull lawyers of respectability, of
whatever political opinfons, will coneur,

Seventh, Soon after the adjournment of the
Supreme Court in April last, the President
lssuied & proclamation, the effect of which
seced to the Chiet Justice to be the abroga-
tion of muartial law swnd mulitary government,
and the restoration of the writ ot habeas
corpus in all the States exeept Texas; and we
undersisnd he determined thereupon to hold o
Circuit Court at the ensuing May Term in'Vir-
ginin; but various Executive orders, incon-
sistent with the conclusion that milltary govy.
crnment had ceased, soon follewod thoe prosis-
mution, and led to an apprebension that the
copsiruction put upon it was pot intended by
the President, The Chiet Justice, it is, there-
fore, to be presnmed, reconsidered his purpose
to hold a Cirouit Court.

Highth, Desirous, however, to omit no dury,
the Chief Justice, it is reported, called on the
President in Aprilor May Iast, and requested
him to issue a proclamation (of which the Chiel
Justige submatted a dratt) declaring, in equivo-
cul terws, that martial law was abrogated and
the writ ol babeas corpus restored in all ‘cases
of .which the courtsof the United Stutes had
Jurisdietion, and in respeet to all process lssuing
trom such courts, Thi= was not done.

Nintb. Subsequently, however, another pro-
clamation wus igsued, allirming the restoration
of peaee throughout the whole country, whici
has, 88 yel,abeen lollowed by no order asserting
the contivunnce ol military government, Under
the proclam ation, therefore, it seems fair 0
copnglude thit martial law and military govern-
ment are permanently abrogated, jand the writ
of habeas corpus fully restored; and this con-
clusipn wurrants the holding of courts by the
Chiet Justice and Associate Justices as the law
may direct,

enth, There Iz no act sct of Congress, how-
ever, which aonthorizes the holding ol any Cir-
cait Court in Yirginia untl the November term
—heginning the fourth Monday in November—
unless the Chief Justice shall order n speciul
term, a8 he 1% authorized to do by an agt of the
last sesslon, The Chief Justuee would, no doubt
order a special term 17 the District Attorney and
the Attorpey-Generpl shonld represent to him
that such & procecding is needed for the admin-
lstration ot publie justice.

Eleventh. An aet of the last sesslon of Con-
gross changes all the oircuits (except the first
and seoond, which fnclude thedistricts in New
Englond and New York), and rednces the num-
ber froin ten to nine; but it neither makes nor
authiorizes any aliotment of the Chief Justice or
Assoclate Justices to these new circuits; and it
septns doubtful whether (the old allotment gives
auy jugisdiction to hold courts in the disirict
whioh hn.?‘pqn to remain in the same circuits
numerically a8 at the time of that allotment:
while it s gquite certain that ueither the Chief
Juptick nor any Associate Justice oun exerclse
jurisdiction In auy clrouit except by allotment
or asslgument under an act of Congress. Lt is
a watter of extreme doubt, therelove, whether
the Chlef Justice cnn, after all, hold any court
in Virginig until alter sowe fortber legislation
by Congress making or suthorizing ullotments
to'the new circalits,

Twelfth, The absence of the Ohief Justice or o
Justice of the Supreme Court from any Circulc
does pot, however, prevent the holding of Clr-
cult Courls; for the law provides sxpressly that,
ini the absence of & Justie of the SBupreme
Court, & Cireuit Court may he held by the: Dis-
triet Juage. Clrenkt Courts have, aceordingly
been beld im 8l the Cireulty within the Rabel
Siptes by the ot Jodges ever mnee the
establishment of the authority of the United
States wnd the appolntment of such Judges,
These courts, d wilitary mrnmwt. were
hald, of course, subjeet to mn wooutrol and
supervision, to which, under the circumstances,
Dllilnt.lutfm might, perhaps, more properl

bt than the Justices of the Bupreme

{o take time h‘y the forelock.” We are next in-
formed that “eorrespondence was wccordingl
opened with the Governors of the lately Rebel- |
Hous States as to the propriety,” In viewof the
sueeess of the Congressional plan in the North, |
tof ravifving the Copstitutional Amendment,” |
and that *‘the Governors of Bouth Carolins and
Ambaina have already replied, sigoliving a |
readiness (o assemble the Legislatures ot their ‘
States and recommend the adoption of the

Regarding the President as their best friend in
behiall of their earilest possible restoration to
thowr proper constitutional relations with the
Government, they are prepared to md him o
any course which he may advise Lo that end.

belition,  As an active leader o1 this Union war
party, President Johns=on suw, irom the begio-
ping of his war with the *radicals, that in turn-
ing over his cause to the purty and leaders of
the Chicago shent-per-shent Convention he
would be rusbing (o nceriain and disastrous
deleat, Henee his efforts to bring about u new |
party organization, involving the burindl of the |
old Democratic party, and the fusionof its dis-
banded elements on # new platform, with a new
pume and new lenders, trom all the old party
materials thus recast o new form.

The New York Demociacy, in adhering 1o
their old broken and di-jointed flols, have de-
fested this new national party movement, The
Presldent thus has no alternutive left himjbut o |
fail in with the reconstruction plan of Congress;
but the points thus gained, we are sure, frow
the fact recited ns to the pregent mehnations of |
Mr. Jobugon, will immensely facilitate the work
of SBouthern restorsation. Had the new party
bren orgamized as contemplated, the contlict |
between the President and the radicals might
have delayed for several vears (o come the re- ‘
admssion ol the excluded Srates into Congress,
Now we gee no ohstacle to their admission which
;nn.'}r not be overcome before the 4th ot March,

Next, in fulling in with the zeneral movement

datterence in his [avor of twenty members added |
to the Heuate, any how, nod from torty to sixty |
in the House, as the States concerned, each for
Iself, may determine on the question of suifrage
or no sullrage (o their black population.

We congratolate the Presinent on the zood
prospect betore him, resulting from the stu. |
idity of the Northern, aod gspecially the New |
fork Dewocrficy, The Unlon parly of the war,
with the plan ot Congress, will carry him
through the task of Southern restoration on a
solid and satisfactory basis, A word from him |
10 the several States divectly concerned, sod
the work is dome, Then, with s full Gongress |
of all the States in couneil, the radicals will
become s powerless fdotion, and the Admiul=tra-
tion will become the master of the sltuation and
the suceession.

cial or executlve State officer, and has enguaged
in or given aid to the Rebsllion, It is urged by
Demooratie: journalz that this exelusion will
ewbrace all {he promivent leaders of the Soutn,
and that we eannot expect of the Rebel Biates—
indeed, that 1t would te the height of baseness
—that they should gaw sll the beneflts of

amneety and leave thelr leaders to punishment:
They cluim that in the view of the South all
their stulesmen and geoeruls and  olicers were
eneaged in g Hguteous couse which hias been
unsuccessful, and that now to ehberately
abandon these trusted seryants after defeat to
political exile, is what could not he gxpected
or demanded of the insurgent Stples, IF tnis
exc'usion were u law forced upon them by their
conquerors, it wounld be different , and might oe
horae; but to enact it themeelves, and lo make
it @ part of the orgenic luw of the nation
when without their ‘sdoption the swendment
might never be passed, it is 100 mueh. to ask
from any population.
